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Area  Directors  Observe  Erie  And  N.Y.  Evacuation  Tests 


Three  Boroughs  Are  Used  As  Reception 
Centers  In  Upstate  Moveout  Exercise

“We  found  out  what  we  wanted  to  know,”  was  the  way  in 
which  Harry  A.  Rinder,  deputy  director  for  welfare  of 
the  Erie  County  Civil  Defense  Council,  summed  up  the 
results  of  “Operation  Moveout,”  an  evacuation  and  mass 
care  exercise  carried  out  in  that  county  on  Friday  evening, 
April  26. 

Three  County  boroughs,  Union  City, 

Albion  and  Girard-Lake  City,  served 
as  host  communities  and  support  areas 
when  237  residents  of  Erie  were  evacu- 
ated in  the  test. 

The  moveout  followed  planning  that 
was  begun  in  January  by  David  H. 

Parmenter,  executive  officer  of  the 
county  council,  and  which  included  in- 
tensive publicity.  A speakers  bureau 
was  used  to  explain  the  test  to  parent- 
teacher  groups,  service  clubs  and 
church  and  labor  organizations. 

Schools  Are  Used 

At  Albion  and  Union  City  mass  care 
centers  were  set  in  high  schools,  using 
the  school  kitchens  and  cafeterias  to 
serve  an  evening  meal  of  stew,  bread 
and  butter  and  beverages  at  a nominal 
cost.  The  gymnasiums  were  used  to 
sleep  those  who  stayed  over  night.  A 
breakfast  of  sausage,  eggs,  toast  and 
coffee  was  served  the  following  morn- 
ing. 

At  the  borough  of  Girard-Lake  City, 
the  handling  of  “refugees”  was  even 
more  realistic.  Here  the  community 
Red  Cross  unit  set  up  a field  kitchen 
in  the  high  school  yard  and  took  their 
guests  five  miles  further  away  to  Camp 
Calledon  for  sleeping  quarters. 

Motion  pictures  provided  by  the 
host  communities,  group  singing  and 
games  whiled  away  the  evening  hours

Controlled  vs.  Uncontrolled 
Evacuation  Pondered  In  N.  Y.

An  exercise  planned  to  test  evacuations  under  the  con- 
trol of  a Civil  Defense  organization  as  compared  with 
uncontrolled  evacuations,  held  Sunday,  May  5,  at  Bing- 
hamton, N.  Y.,  was  observed  by  the  writer  as  an  official 
representative  of  the  State  Council  of  Civil  Defense  of 
Pennsylvania  and  as  a guest  of  the  New  York  organization. 

The  test  began  in  Binghamton’s 
Twelfth  Ward,  which  has  a population 
of  about  10,500. 

From  this  area  about  250  cars  sped 
out  at  1:30  p.  m.  to  the  town  of 
Deposit,  N.  Y.,  about  thirty  miles 
distant.  This  movement  was  not  con- 
trolled in  any  way  by  police  or  any 
Civil  Defense  sections. 

A half  hour  later  Civil  Defense  of- 
ficials ordered  the  evacuation  of  about 
the  same  number  of  cars  under  strict 
supervision  and  control. 

1,500  Take  Part 

As  far  as  this  observer  could  deter- 
mine, both  evacuations  were  per- 
formed in  a surprisingly  smooth 
manner.  About  1,500  people  took  part 
in  the  evacuations. 

In  the  controlled  phase,  Ward 
Twelve  was  well  organized  into  Warden 
Posts,  and  the  functions  of  command 
and  communications  were  invested  in 
a Drainage  Area  Headquarters. 

The  state  had  closed  Route  17  be- 
tween Binghamton  and  Deposit  several 
hours  earlier.  A control  point  was  set 
up  on  this  route  at  which  vehicles  were 
grouped  into  serials  of  fourteen  each. 
Here  they  were  given  windshield 
stickers  assigning  them  to  one  of  three 
parking  areas  at  their  destination.  This 
plan  worked  well  and  made  for  fast 
parking  and  little  confusion  at  the 
destination.

State  Council  W elcomes 
CD  Exercise  Reporting 

Answers  to  vital  Civil  Defense 
questions  cannot  await  “ trial  and 
error ” results  derived  from  actual 
wartime  operations.  For  this  very 
obvious  reason,  the  State  Council 
of  Civil  Defense  is  deeply  inter- 
ested in  learning  the  results  of 
various  field  tests  carried  out  in 
this  and  other  States. 

To  the  right  and  left  of  this 
column  are  eye-witness  accounts 
of  two  recent  tests,  filed  by  State 
Council  of  Civil  Defense  Area  Di- 
rectors. The  lessons  learned  from 
each  are  presented  for  the  infor- 
mation of  county  and  local  Civil 
Defense  directors  faced  with  simi- 
lar problems. 

The  Council  sincerely  hopes 
that  reports  on  other  field  tests, 
particularly  those  with  “ practical 
application  results will  be  sub- 
mitted by  the  Public  Information 
Officers  of  many  county  and  local 
Civil  Defense  organizations.  These 
will  be  used  in  future  “lessons 
learned7’  columns,  which  we  hope 
can  be  made  a regular  feature  of 
THE  DEFENDER. 

Good  action  photographs  from 
tests  or  operations  are  always 
welcome. 
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Former  Iowa  Governor 
Named  New  FCDA  Head 

The  appointment  of  the  Hon.  Leo 
A.  Hoegh,  former  governor  of  Iowa,  to 
be  Administrator  of  the  Federal  Civil 
Defense  Administration  was  announced 
by  President  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower 
June  13. 

Mr.  Hoegh  was  named  to  succeed 
the  Hon.  Val  Peterson,  head  of  the 
national  Civil  Defense  effort  since 
February  1953.  Mr.  Peterson  was  at 
the  same  time  named  by  the  President 
to  be  ambassador  to  Denmark. 

The  New  York  Times  reported  that 
Mr.  Hoegh  is  credited  with  organizing 
the  Civil  Defense  organization  of  Iowa. 
He  has  been  practicing  law  in  Iowa 
since  his  defeat  in  a bid  for  re-election 
in  1956. 

Like  Mr.  Peterson,  Mr.  Hoegh  saw 
service  in  World  War  II,  in  which  both 
attained  the  rank  of  lieutenant  colonel. 
Mr.  Hoegh  received  a battlefield  pro- 
motion in  the  European  theatre. 


17-Man  York  County-City  Board  Picks 
Former  Army  Officer  As  New  Director 

A retired  army  officer  with  long  combat  and  administrative  experience  heads 
the  list  of  new  Civil  Defense  directors  recently  appointed  by  Governor  George 
M.  Leader. 

Col.  Willard  H.  Crawford,  of  4118  Wilshire  Drive,  York,  has  been  named 
director  of  the  Governor’s  home  county. 

Col.  Crawford  was  appointed  upon  the  recommendation  of  a newly-formed, 
17-man  advisory  board  which  is  reorganizing  Civil  Defense  in  York  County. 
He  was  selected  from  eight  applicants  for  the  post,  according  to  the  York  press.

The  advisory  board  was  composed 
of  six  county  officials,  four  city  of- 
ficials, four  business  men,  a minister, 
a physician  and  a representative  of 
organized  labor. 

Harry  C.  Busser,  chairman  of  the 
York  County  Board  of  County  Com- 
missioners, told  the  press  that  the 
board  will  later  name  two  co-directors 
who  will  serve  as  administrative  as- 
sistants, and  a paid  secretary. 

Col.  Crawford  commanded  an 
artillery  battalion  in  combat  for 
210  days  in  France  in  World 
War  I.  He  entered  the  Army  as 
an  enlisted  man  in  1911  and  rose 
to  the  grade  of  sergeant  before 
being  commissioned  from  the 
First  Officers  Training  School  in 
1917. 

Between  wars  he  served  in  the  Army 
Reserve  and  the  Ohio  National  Guard. 
He  was  purchasing  and  procurement 
officer  in  Cincinnati  during  the  Ohio 
River  flood  of  1936,  when  thousands 
were  evacuated  and  cared  for,  and 
when  troops  were  employed  to  main- 
tain order. 

Col.  Crawford  returned  to  active 
duty  in  1940  with  the  37th  Infantry 
Division  and  served  as  a regimental 
plan  and  training  officer,  as  com- 
mander of  division  special  troops,  as 


assistant  division  operations  officer 
and  as  an  infantry  battalion  com- 
mander. After  serving  as  headquarters 
commandant  of  the  8th  Service  Com- 
mand, he  went  to  China,  where  he 
served  on  peace  teams  in  Manchuria 
under  General  George  C.  Marshall.

Erie  CD  Workers  Respond 
To  Blast  Alert;  Rescue 
Volunteer  Locates  Victim 

The  Erie  County  Civil  Defense  or- 
ganization was  called  into  action  sud- 
denly Wednesday  night,  May  8,  when 
a boiler  room  blast  destroyed  the  boiler 
house  of  the  Lovell  Manufacturing 
Co.,  killing  one  man  and  injuring 
seven. 

Executive  officer  David  H.  Par- 
menter  called  CD  personnel  into  action 
shortly  after  the  series  of  blasts  oc- 
cured  at  10:45  p.  m. 

Nearly  twenty-four  hours  later  Mil- 
ford Dickerson,  chief  of  CD  Rescue 
Services,  found  the  body  of  the  plant 
workman  victim  buried  in  the  rubble. 

During  the  day  CD  workers  had 
aided  plant  workmen  in  clearing  the 
smashed  building  in  a search  for  other 
possible  victims. 

Damage  at  $500,000 

Spokesmen  for  the  plant,  which 
makes  washing  machines  and  wringers, 
declined  to  estimate  the  damage,  but 
Erie  damage  adjusters’  estimates  ran 
as  high  as  $500,000. 

The  blast  eliminated  electric  power 
and  light  in  a considerable  portion  of 
the  city  for  forty-five  minutes. 

CD  police  under  Chief  Robert 
Curtiss  braved  danger  of  electrocution 
in  patrolling  the  blast  scene  and  the 
surrounding  area. 

The  blast  had  knocked  down  a num- 
ber of  high-voltage  transmission  lines, 
and  steams  of  water  from  the  firemen’s 
hoses  heightened  the  hazards. 

About  500  workers  were  temporarily 
idled  by  the  blasts.  About  140  Civil 
Defense  personnel  took  part  in  the 
work  occasioned  by  the  blasts,  most 
of  them  Rescue  workers,  Auxiliary 
Firemen  and  Welfare  Service  workers. 

The  cause  of  the  blast  was  not  im- 
mediately determined. 

Conelrad  Study  Asked 
By  N.  J.  Broadcasters 

The  New  Jersey  Broadcasters’  Asso- 
ciation has  joined  the  State  Civil  De- 
fense Directors  Association,  the 
National  Civil  Defense  Public  Infor- 
mation Officers  Association  and  the 
United  States  Civil  Defense  Council 
in  adopting  resolutions  asking  for  a 
re-evaluation  of  the  Conelrad  system 
by  the  Federal  Communications  Com- 
mission and  the  Federal  Civil  Defense 
Administration. 


SAC  HEADQUARTERS 
GOES  UNDERGROUND 

If  Civil  Defense  volunteers  need 
any  further  evidence  of  the  serious 
nature  of  their  work,  a recent  an- 
nouncement of  the  famed  Strategic 
Air  Command  may  serve. 

Direction  of  SAC’s  deterrent  force 
of  some  3,000  jet  bombers  and  some 
200,000  personnel,  has  been  moved  to 
a new  command  post  at  Offutt  Air 
Force  Base  near  Omaha. 

Approximately  half  of  the  space  in 
the  new  facility  is  completely  under- 
ground and  will  be  the  control  center 
for  SAC  forces  in  the  event  of  hostili- 
ties. In  any  case,  it  will  be  manned 
the  year  around. 

Can  Be  Sealed  Off 

The  underground  facility  is  con- 
nected with  the  above  ground  adminis- 
trative center  by  tunnels  that  can  be 
sealed  off  by  “blast  doors.”  It  is  com- 
pletely self-sustaining  in  emergencies, 
with  integral  office  and  living  space, 
power,  water,  sewage  and  air-condi- 
tioning. 

The  chart  room  is  50  feet  under- 
ground and  runs  the  length  of  the  260 
x 140  ft.  building.  Safe  from  all  but 
a direct  hit,  it  is  the  nation’s  largest 
bomb  shelter. 


British  Film  Changes  Are 
Announced  By  Agency 

The  British  Information  Services,  30 
Rockefeller  Plaza,  New  York  20, 
N.  Y.,  has  announced  a general  price 
cut  in  its  list  of  film  strips  and  other 
training  material. 

The  Services  Civil  Defense  Film 
Strip  No.  19,  Welfare  Training — 
Emergency  Feeding,  has  been  with- 
drawn and  two  new  film  strips  have 
been  issued  in  their  stead. 

Both  deal  with  emergency  feeding, 
the  first  with  manufactured  equipment 
and  flying  squads  and  the  other  with 
improvisations  in  emergency  feeding. 

The  Services  have  issued  a new 
catalog  of  film  strips  and  films  avail- 
able for  purchase  or  rental  which  may 
be  obtained  by  direct  request. 

New  Orleans  Has  Maps 

New  Orleans  CD  has  distributed  de- 
tailed Survival  Plan  maps  showing 
routes  to  be  used  for  evacuation  of 
the  city  in  event  of  nuclear  attack. 
Through  use  of  the  maps,  New  Orlean- 
ians can  determine  the  evacuation 
routes  nearest  their  homes  and  the 
routes  which  will  be  open  from  their 
businesses  to  their  homes. 

The  map  folders  include  a basic 
survival  plan.  Distribution  is  “one 
and  one  only”  to  each  household. 
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CD  Progress  in  Counties  Graphically  Shown  by  Status  Table 


Progress  in  principal  Civil  Defense 
missions  in  Pennsylvania  Counties  in 
1957  is  graphically  shown  by  a table 
complied  recently  by  the  State  Council 
staff. 

Figures  used  were  those  on  hand 
as  of  April  1.  If  in  some  cases  they 
do  not  agree  with  those  held  by  the 
counties  concerned,  directors  are  urged 
to  forward  missing  or  corrected  figures 
to  Harrisburg  at  once. 

Thirteen  Reports  Missing 

Thirteen  counties,  for  example,  had 
filed  no  report  of  duly  enrolled  volun- 
teers, and  fifteen  counties  had  given 
no  report  of  immediately  available 
personnel — perhaps  the  two  most  im- 
portant statistics  required  for  the 
efficient  administration  of  the  Com- 
monwealth’s total  Civil  Defense  effort. 

Compilation  of  the  table  thus  re- 
vealed, in  striking  fashion,  one  of  the 
many  administrative  deficiencies  now 


existing  and  the  elimination  of  which 
was  called  for  at  the  last  meeting  of 
the  State  Council  Staff  and  the  Area 
Directors. 

As  might  have  been  expected,  the 
counties  of  highest  population  rank 
led,  in  general,  in  most  categories  of 
activity. 

Food  For  Thought 

There  were,  however,  some  interest- 
ing disproportions  between  population 
rank  and  activity  which  provide  food 
for  thought  for  all  county  directors,  a 
justifiable  pride  in  many  cases,  and — 
it  is  hoped — a new  incentive  in  others. 

Philadelphia  and  Allegheny  Counties 
understandably  led  all  others  in  en- 
rolled volunteers  and  available  person- 
nel. But  Berks  County,  which  ranks 
but  eighth  in  population  (1950  Cen- 
sus), was  third  in  enrolled  volunteers, 
followed  by  Northampton  County, 
which  ranks  but  eighteenth. 


Westmoreland  Well  Up 

Westmoreland  County  ran  ahead  of 
its  rank  in  six  categories  of  activity. 
The  sixth  largest  county,  it  was  fifth 
in  enrolled  volunteers,  third  in  avail- 
able personnel,  second  in  auxiliary 
policemen,  second  in  auxiliary  firemen, 
fourth  in  certified  welfare  instructors 
and  fourth  in  surplus  property  ac- 
quisitions. It  was  sixth  in  matching 
funds  applications  approved. 

There  are  many  other  interesting 
comparisons  between  population  rank 
and  achievement. 

In  some  cases  disparities  could  be 
accounted  for  by  known  conditions 
peculiar  to  the  subdivisions  concerned, 
but,  in  the  main,  leadership,  experience 
and  sustained  effort  showed  their  in- 
fluence as  much  in  Civil  Defense  as  in 
any  other  national,  state  and  local 
mission.

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Blair-Altoona  Council  Designs  Well-planned  Window  Show 


A show-window  that  fulfills  all  the 
technical  requirements  for  an  effective 
presentation  of  a Civil  Defense  mis- 
sion has  been  prepared  by  the  Blair 
County-Altoona  Council  of  Civil  De- 
fense. 

Central  point  of  interest  of  the  dis- 
play is  a turntable  with  the  tube  of 
a Geiger  counter  mounted  along  the 
edge.  On  the  turntable  are  three 
objects  radiating  varying  degrees  of 
radioactivity.  These  are  a flower  fed 
with  irradiated  fertilizer,  a piece  of 
uranium  ore  and  a luminous-dial  alarm 
clock. 

As  these  objects  sweep  by  the  tube 
of  the  Geiger  counter,  the  differences 
in  the  radiation  each  throws  off  are 
clearly  seen  on  the  counter  dial  and 
light  and  heard  on  the  counter  phone. 

Other  instruments  used  in  teaching 
radiological  defense  and  appropriate 
stock  posters  round  out  the  unusual 
display. 

The  display  is  timely  in  that  its 
presentation  coincided  with  the  launch- 
ing of  the  State  Council’s  statewide 
radiological  defense  training  program 
by  Col.  Edwin  H.  Feather,  the  State 
Council’s  training  officer. 

The  display  is  situated  in  a window 
of  the  Penelec  Building  at  11th  Ave- 
nue and  12th  Street  in  the  heart  of 
downtown  Altoona.  The  window  is 
regularly  assigned  to  Civil  Defense 
displays  which  are  changed  about 
every  two  weeks.  The  present  window 
will  be  replaced  by  one  illustrating 
the  Blair-Altoona  CD  organizations’ 
amateur  radio  communications  service. 

The  window  displays  are  a part  of 
the  activities  of  the  Blair-Altoona 
public  affairs  section,  of  which  Deputy 
Director  George  P.  Gable  is  the  head. 

The  radiological  training  window 
was  prepared  under  the  direction  of 
Col.  Lloyd  H.  Morris,  the  county-city 
director.

for  the  visitors,  many  of  whom  were 
children. 

Main  headquarters  for  the  exercise 
was  the  Erie  Red  Cross  Chapter  House 
and  the  evacuation  started  from  three 
assembly  areas  in  the  city. 

The  Red  Cross,  which  co-op- 
erated in  the  test,  kept  its 
quarters  open  all  night  and  sim- 
ulated the  locating  of  refugees 
at  the  reception  centers. 

Registration  and  Information 
centers  at  the  reception  areas  received 
the  evacuees  and  assigned  them  to 
quarters.  Civil  Defense  police  on 
motorcycles  convoyed  the  cars  and 
trucks  to  the  reception  centers  and  foot 
patrolmen  guarded  the  sleeping  areas. 
Wardens  accompanied  the  convoys  and 
also  did  guard  duty. 

Girard’s  15-man  radio  communica- 
tions team  maintained  message  traffic 
between  its  base  station,  Erie  and  the 
other  centers. 

Firemen,  rescue  service  personnel 
and  first  aid  teams  also  took  part  in 
the  exercise.

Electronic  "Brains"  Are 

Those  electronic  “brains”  you’ve 
been  reading  about  have  been  put  to 
work  for  Civil  Defense. 

In  the  confusion  bound  to  follow  in 
the  wake  of  an  atomic  air  strike  upon 
this  country,  Civil  Defense  leaders 
would  be  faced  with  two  alternatives 
in  the  making  of  vital  decisions.  One 
would  be  to  go  on  hasty  but  unreliable 
reports  and  figures  of  survivals  and  re- 
maining potentials.  The  other  would 
be  to  await  weeks  for  established  facts 
on  which  to  base  decisions. 

As  a recent  progress  report  on  its 
Damage  Analysis  System  by  the 
FCDA  bluntly  puts  it;  “Either  al- 
ternative is  unacceptable.” 

“Fortunately,”  the  report  con- 
tinues, “there  will  be  an  imme- 
diate course  which  can  save 
weeks.” 

Here  is  where  electronic  data- 
processing  machines  come  in. 

As  everyone  who  has  read  any  of 
the  mass  of  popular  writing  on  the 
amazing  capabilities  of  these  robot 
brains  knows,  one  of  their  most  useful 
abilities  is  that  of  being  able  to  “store” 
or  “memorize”  a vast  array  of  known 
complex  facts  and  figures.  Another 
capability  of  the  robot  machines  is  to 
very  rapidly  “work”  these  known-in- 
advance facts  with  later-acquired  facts 
and  figures  to  obtain  a desired  solution. 


Now  Working  (or  C.  D. 

In  the  case  of  Civil  Defense,  the  ap- 
plication of  electronic  computers  works 
briefly  like  this; 

Robots  "Remember" 

A very  large  number  of  figures  on 
population  and  physical  resource  data, 
together  with  evacuation  data,  will  be 
fed  into  the  machines  and  “stored” 
there,  either  by  electronic  tapes  or 
punched  cards  or  both.  Most  of  these 
advance  facts  will  come  from  the  Bu- 
reau of  the  Census,  Federal,  State  and 
local  CD  sources  and  other  govern- 
ment or  public  sources. 

With  this  material  in  the  machines, 
only  a minimum  amount  of  poststrike 
information  will  be  required  to  enable 
FCDA  to  give,  in  a matter  of  hours, 
a clear  picture  of  losses  and  remaining 
resources. 

This  data  will  include  only  the 
ground  zero  of  the  bomb  bursts,  the 
yield  of  the  weapon,  whether  air  or 
surface  burst,  the  wind  direction  and 
velocity  and  the  status  of  evacuation. 

But  obtaining  even  this  amount  of 
information  under  emergency  condi- 
tions will  be  difficult.  A network  of 
automatic  monitoring  stations  is  now 
under  research.  Their  adaption  for 
Civil  Defense,  however,  will  take  two 
or  three  years.

Collection  of  Matching 
Funds  Is  $8,801,914 
In  6th  Year  Of  Program 

The  amount  of  money  collected  by 
the  State  Council  of  Civil  Defense  from 
the  Federal  Government  under  the 
Matching  Funds  Program  and  passed 
on  to  the  political  subdivisions  of  the 
Commonwealth  has  reached  $1,497,430 
for  the  period  from  July  1,  1955  to 
June  1,  1957. 

There  appeared  little  doubt  that  the 
program  would  pass  the  million  and  a 
half  dollar  mark  before  the  end  of  the 
Federal  fiscal  year  on  June  30. 

To  date  the  State  Council  has  col- 
lected and  passed  on  to  the  sub- 
divisions the  grand  total  of  $8,801,914 
in  matching  funds  since  the  inception 
of  the  program  in  1952. 

Figures  for  previous  years  are; 

For  1952,  a total  of  $2,881,140. 

For  1953,  a total  of  $1,687,792. 

For  1954,  a total  of  $886,597. 

For  1955,  a total  of  $1,497,430. 

(A  breakdown  of  amounts  collected 
in  1956  and  thus  far  in  1957  of  the 
current  Federal  biennium  has  not  yet 
been  made.) 
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Only  Six  Counties  Fail 
To  Take  Part  In  Surplus 
Property  Distributions 

Participation  in  the  Surplus  Prop- 
erty Program  of  the  State  Council  of 
Civil  Defense  by  the  political  sub- 
divisions of  the  Commonwealth  showed 
consistent  growth  in  the  past  month. 

As  the  Commonwealth  biennium 
ended,  property  which  originally  cost 
the  Federal  government  $437,314  had 
been  procured  by  the  State  Council 
and  passed  on  to  the  various  Civil  De- 
fense organizations. 

The  year-end  report  of  Stahley  M. 
Livingston  and  Edwin  S.  Nailor,  Jr., 
who  operate  the  program,  also  said 
that  the  total  billing  to  the  subdivisions 
for  the  property  was  $21,865.95. 

Sixty  of  the  state’s  67  counties  are 
now  participating  in  the  program,  in- 
cluding 333  subdivisions  in  all. 

Three  counties  which  had  not  pre- 
viously drawn  property  from  the  State 
Council’s  Display  and  Distribution 
Center  at  21st  St.  and  North  Parkway 
in  Harrisburg  entered  the  program  in 
the  past  month. 

An  important  phase  of  the  program, 
the  filing  of  “preference  lists”  for  “big 
ticket”  items,  has  shown  marked  ac- 
celeration since  the  team  of  six  State 
Council  staff  members,  including  the 
surplus  property  specialist,  Mr.  Nailor, 
carried  details  of  various  Civil  Defense 
activities  to  local  directors  in  the  field 
in  a series  of  field  visits  in  April  and 
May. 

Preference  lists  now  on  file  number 
276  as  compared  with  226  a month 
ago. 
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New  York  Test

A mobilization  point  to  center  equip- 
ment and  supplies,  including  food, 
was  established  at  Windsor,  about  mid- 
way between  Binghamton  and  Deposit. 

Reception  of  the  evacuees  in 
Deposit  was  mainly  at  school 
buildings.  Members  of  the  con- 
trolled evacuation  group  were 
taken  to  a high  school  building 
where  a Registration  and  Infor- 
mation service  had  been  estab- 
lished. 

Evacuees  filled  out  questionaires, 
feeding  arrangements  were  completed, 
man  power  assigned,  radiological  de- 
contamination accomplished  and  medi- 
cal evacuees  actually  taken  into  the 
homes  of  their  Deposit  hosts,  where 
they  spent  an  hour.  The  essentials  of 
Civil  Defense  were  explained  by 
wardens  in  the  homes. 

Another  feature  of  the  test  was  the 
evacuation,  by  rail,  of  simulated  medi- 
cal casualties.  It  is  believed  that  this 
was  the  first  time  that  a railroad 
actually  participated  in  an  event  of 
this  kind  in  the  United  States. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  lessons 
from  the  test  was  the  arising  of  a 
multitude  of  problems  that  must  be 
foreseen  and  met,  at  least  in  part,  in 
advance. 

The  possibility  of  injury  to  evacuees, 
for  instance,  was  covered  by  the  taking 
out  of  a one-day  insurance  cover. 

From  the  writer’s  observation,  the 
test  was  a clear  success,  and  it  will  be 
interesting  to  read  the  report  of  the 
exercise,  which  was  designated  Evac 
12. 
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
